2. Applicant's arguments with respect to Claims 5-6, 8-12 and 14 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Regarding claims 5 and 10, applicant argues that: 

(i) Eichinger does not relate to transmitting user ID data in wireless manner. 

(ii) Ogasawara provides no specific teaching with respect to a finding out of the access 
rights of the user of the wireless communication device. 

Regarding applicant's argument (i) the examiner agrees that Eichinger does not teach 
transmitting user ID data in wireless manner. However, the secondary reference (Ogasawara) 
does teach the above limitation (see fig. 7, and pages 4-5, session [0038-0040]. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Regarding applicant's argument (ii) the examiner agrees that Ogasawara fails to teach 
finding out the access right of the user. However, the primary reference (Eichinger) does teach 
finding out access right of the user (see col. 4, with the access number on lines 38-40). 
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In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
